Annotated, 1953, Petitioner elected to file a statement of
water users claim with respect to the two applications in lieu
of proof of appropriation. The effect of these elections is
to certify to the State Engineer that the Petitioner has con-

structed all of the necessary works, diverted the water, and

placed it to beneficial'use.

(6) A representative of the State Engineer's office |
has field-checked the use and extent to which the Petitioner
has placed the water and has preliminarily concluded that the

Petitioner has beneficially used 165 c.f.s. for a period from

{7) In the past, the River Commissionsr has 1
per acre when the River is placed on a duty schedule.
